Hakoah's big secret

Tremendous consistency rather than startling brilliance was the main factor in 
Hakoah winning their first-ever Sydney championship. 


For 14 weeks of the sea- 
son they were perched at 
the top of the table — at 
one stage leading by three 
points. 

In fact, they were never 
placed worse than second 
— except for the rather 
insignificant first week when 
they were fourth on goal 
average. 

At one stage they, even 
looked like running away 
with the title race. 

However, two successive 
defeats in two weeks (APIA 
and Prague) — their only 
two im over a year — 
brought them back to th 
pack. f 

Facts and figures explain 
Hakoah’s very deserved 
success rather clearly. 


For the first 10 matches 
their entire defence was 
unchanged. 


In fact, in the first 10 
matches, nine players ap- 
peared in the same posi- 
tions. 

During the entire cam- 
paign, they used only 16 
players — reminiscent of 
Prague’s sane selection sys- 
tem of 1963. 

Fekete, Hillsdon, Marn- 
och, Yaager and Barnett 
played in all 22 games — 
and so would have Baartz 


too, but for his recent 
injury. 
Relevant facts 

Eleven times — more 


than any other team — 


single goal and only two 
(Prague and South Coast) 
managed to score three 
goals against them — but 
Hakoah still won both ties. 

Hakoah used the chance 
for halftime replacements 
very sparingly: only seven 
times, Compare this with 
Pan Hellenic’s more pan- 
icky 13 or St. George’s 
rather reckless 16 replace- 
ment figures. 

Incredibly enough, Ha- 
koah did not score a single 
goal from penalty; however, 


iwo were scored against 
them (APIA and Yugal) 
and both these matches, 
strangely, ended in 2-2 
draws. 

Much to their credit, 


none of the Hakoah players 
was sent off during the 22 
rounds. 

These are all relevant 
facts. Now,. let’s look be- 
hind the facts. 

Tt’s been often said that 
Hakoah are Sydney’s really 
big spenders who have 
“bought success.” 

The truth is that only two 
of their players, Baartz and 
Watkiss cost a packet 
(25,600 and $8,000 respec- 
tively) . 

But these two have 
proved the old soccer adage 
that only the best are worth 
a big fee — but then the 
best are worth anything, 
within your means. 

Of the others Edmunds, 
Jones, Hillsdon, Yaager 
and Barnett joined Hakoah 
at very moderate fees — 
yet turned out to be excel- 
lent investments. 

Fuzes and Fekete, two 
Hungarian-born boys, are 
Hakoah junior products 
while Stewart, Gardiner, 
Marnoch, Keddie, Walsh, 
Spilarewicz and Wilson 
were imports from Britain. 

Years ago Hakoah used 
to be scoffed at as a scrap- 
heap where players, even in 
their prime, “burn out.” 

To some extent, this was 
true: Neal, Vasvary, Hume, 


even Baumgartner failed to 
reproduce their earlier form 
there. 

But in recent years this 
has changed remarkably — 
and now the reverse may 
be true. 

Edmunds and Jones, the 
two ex-Welsh wingers from 
Brisbane came to life in 
Hakoah; Barnett, written 
off by South Coast, has had 
a second bloom; Yaager 
shrugged off by most Syd- 
ney teams after his return 
from England, gradually 
blossomed into a new star. 


Deservedly lucky 


Possibly more than any 
other team, Hakoah have 
been daring — and deser- 
vedly lucky — in finding 
the right place for the right 
player. 

Out of an awkward for- 
ward, Marnoch became 
Australia’s best stopper, 
under the guidance of 
former coach Jelisavcic. 

Tt was also under his 
reign that Hillsdon was 
moved to left fullback and 
Walsh to right half with the 
result that these once aver- 
age players gained repres- 
entative honors. 

This season coach Doug 


Holden did the same trick 
with Yaager and Fekete, 
one becoming a wing-half 


Hakoah’s champion team. Standing, from left to right: 


the other an effective mid- 


fielder. 
The real backbone of 
Hakoah’s champion team 


has been its defence, espec- 


ijally the Gardiner-Marn- 
och-Yaager axis. 
And this seems to be 


traditional for the club. 
Some years ago they had 
Sydney’s best wing-half pair 
in Blutsch and Jaros while 
two years ago they were 
lucky in having the entirely 
differently styled, but 
equally high class, Walsh- 
Duffy pair. 

Now they are fortunate 
in possessing the Gardiner- 
Yaager combination — with 
the rocklike Marnoch 
standing in the middle. 

What makes MHakoah’s 
success even more reimark- 
able is that for the first 
seven weeks, they were with- 
out the services of John 
Watkiss, undoubtedly the 
most expensive and prob- 
ably most valuable soccer 
property in Sydney. 


Backroom boys 

Yet even without him, 
they set out on the trail 
brilliantly enough to lead 
the field by the time “Big 


John” was able to join 
them. 

It wouldn’t be fair to 
exclude from the “merit 


list” some of the backroom 
boys of the club. 

And I would start off — 
pethaps breaking tradition 
— with their quiet, always 
composed and calm, yet 
highly articulate and intel- 
ligent coach, Doug Holden. 

In this former Bolton, 
Preston and England player 
with 16 years First Division 


experience, Hakoah have 
one of the most under- 
estimated brains of Aus- 


tralian soccer. 


An introvett in a highly 
extrovert club, Holden’s 
steadying influence, vast ex- 
perience and thoroughly 
professional outlook did 
much to shape Hakoah into 
what it is today. 

Although this may be 
against all protocol, I would 
mention in the same breath 
club secretary Harry Lak- 
maker, a fulltime organisa- 
tional man who, in my book 
anyhow, comes closest to the 
ideal of a Huropean-styled 
football manager. 

Assistant coach Andy 
Sagi, masseur Peter Van 
Rijn and the entire man- 
agement, led by president 
Karel Rodny, all largely 
contributed to the success of 
Hakoan which was truly the 
result of careful planning, 
intelligent investment and 
tight, prefessional manage- 
ment,

in the State of NSW? 

What if, in the near 
future, the State is fully 
divided, and two Newcastle 
clubs wete to be accepted to 
the NSW Federation First 
Division? 

Due to the very limited 
drawing power of New- 
castle clubs under their 
present set-up whereby *only 
Hamilton-Azzurri and one

or two more draw well, this 
could come to pass. 

The rest of the clubs 
couldn’t draw peanuts. 

Then the two-State sys- 
tem would again look 
farcical. 

Before we ge along the 
easy, but maybe second-rate 
path, allow me, as a New 
South Welshman, to pro- 
test in favor of one sov- 
ereign footbail State of 
New South Wales, and tc 
ask that we reccgnise our 
responsibility for the whole 
of the Siete. 

Tt is a case of statesman- 
ship or of vitcual frasmen- 
tation. 
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Ihe NSW squad, cautiously “leaked” to one : 

afternoon newspaper last week, contains ; i 
a number of surprises. The greatest, to me ! ad 
is the omission of Schaefer, Campana and! a 
Reynolds, though why the selectors overlooked 
Fuzes, Eaton, Shepherd, Anderson, McGarry, 
Campbell or Alagich also mystifies me. 


Ostensibly, the selectors (not named in the press 
release) decided to give youth a chance, hence the in- 
clusion of Tuinman, Tracey, Crnic, Armytage, McCue, 
Manuel and Quested. Without wishing to be a spoilsport, 
allow me to warn these youngsters not to expect too 
much: with the possible exception of the two Prague 
forwards, the others are merely decorations. If the past 
is any puide, that is. 

Selectors like to look like good guys who encourage 
youngsters — but when the chips are down, they are 
usually bypassed. And not only bypassed but also forgotten. 
Or hayen’t Gardiner, the Cush brothers, Campbell, Pater- 
son, Morgan and many others also been so “honored” 
recently?’ Now they have been overlooked. Why? 

One thing ithe selectors obviously don’t consider 
seriously enough is that a mischeviously awarded gift- 
selection, not entirely based on merits, can do all sorts 
of harm to a young player. We have seen many in the 
past who, on the strength of all this, got swollen-headed 
and difficult io control. 

Selections, especially of youngsters, must be strictly 
on merit; normal encouragement must take other forms. 

And nobody will convince me that a couple of 
youngsters who have chalked up only a handful of first 
team appearances and'aren’t even considered steady reg- 
ulars, have been selected on merit. 

Let us, by all means, adopt a farsighted, even daring 
youth policy. But let’s do it in a planned way, not in 
this sort of haphazard, hatpin fashion with which you 
ran only fluke a winner.

Czech crisis sequel 

The UEFA decided to annul all Kuropean Cup 
competition first round ties between West and Hast 
European clubs because of the events in Czecho- 
slovakia. A new draw was made, but hadn’t been 
released at press time. The decision was taken fol- 
lowing threats by some West European clubs to 
boycott Warsaw Pact opponents following the in- 
vasion of Czechoslovakia. As another sequel to the 
Czech crisis the Swiss FA has cancelled the Swit- 
zerland v. Poland international set down for Sep- 
tember 22 and the Spanish, Italian, Dutch and 
Scandinavian Associations have intimated they 
would break soccer relations with Iron Curtain 
countries. Austria has also called off this week- 
end’s match against Hungary in Budapest as well 
as the return match set odwn for Salzburg, while 
Yugoslavia has notified the Soviet Union it will 
not meet the USSR on September 11. And in un- 
happy Czechoslovaika, all soccer has been can- 
celled) until further notice. 


Mexican student unrest 

The current student unrest in Mexico has 
played havoe with the local championship. The 
university club, Universidad Mexico, was unable 
to play its last three matches which were called 
off because the Government was scared of further 
student demonstrations. Growing student unrest 
is worrying the authorities who now fear the 
worst when the Olympic Games get under way 
on October 12. f 


England gets knocked back 

World champions England have been unable 
to find any international opponents willing to 
play at Wembley this season. France, Portugal, 
West Germany, Belgium and Sweden have all de- 
clined to meet them. England was only able to 
lure one country to Wembley in the next eight 
months —- Rumania, whose national team has 
only won one match in the past 18 months. 


Minister of Sports’ bestseller 

Great Britain’s Minister of Sport, Dennis 
Howell, has published a book, “Soccer Refereeing”. 
A former referee himself, Howell advocates chang- 
es to the rules, especially on free-kicks, penalties 
and throw-ins, which he claims spoil the game as 
a spectacle. Howell also deplores the lack of uni- 
formity, which apparently, is as great a problem 
among referees in Britain as it is in Australia. 
His book has already sold 35,000 copies and is des- 
tined to become a soccer bestseller.
